so. But there Is reason In all things. 


The proposition that will come before 


the member* of the legislature regarding 
the repeal of the present law and the sub- 
stitution of another measure is a ridicu- 
lous one, and is, in reality, designed to 
stifle the freedom of the press and prevent 
criticism of the acts of dishonest and cor- 
rupt public officials. 


It is probably true that the present law 


I* too loose and that under its construc- 
tion mendacious journals can vlllify and 
malign public citizen* with impunity, but 
that is no reason why there should be a 
departure to the other extreme and clap a 
muzzle on'the press which will prevent an 
outcry when thieves break in and vice 
runs riot. 


If Messrs. Qrady and Voorhees succeed 


in passing their measures it will be im- 
possible to point a finger at the law- 
breaker. The bill was loaded in a spirit 
of revenge to retaliate possibly upon a 
single bitter vindicative newspaper. It Is 
hoped the Qrady-Voorhees measures will 
bo- given a clear defeat. 


Representative Cooper, of Delaware 


county, who is a veteran politician and 
newspaper man, has introduced a bill re- 
lating to libel and its punishment, that is 
eminently fair, and protects alike the 
citizen and the publisher, and at the same 
time doe* not prevent publication relating 
to the official conduct of officers or men 
in public capacity, or any other matter 
proper for pub'llo investigation or Infor- 
mation.

SOLOMON AND THE SON. 


Mv son, bear the tuatructlons of tby father, 


MI 1 foriaks not tbe l»w» of tliy motlier _Pro- 
verbs, ) 8. 


Following the stately cadence of the 


Psalms, and, like them, full of grace and 
wisdom, the Proverbs of Solomon appeal 
not only to the moral and intellectnl eide 
of humanity, but touch a more subtile 
chord. They awaken the emotions that 
respond to the influence of beauty whether 
It be a picture -on canvas or 
the more 


glorious and splendid picture formed by 
the sweep of cloud* amid the thunder of 
the tempest, or that thrill at the note of 
melody. 
Rich in figure and praise, 


structurally faultless, knowledge is in 
every line. The poet is tbe preacher; 
the artist the counselor; the singer, the 
guide of path* of wisdom. Proverbs lose 
nothing because set in a frame of gold, 
but indeed gain much. 


Judged by moden canons, 
and the 


status of twentieth century mentality, Sol- 
omon could no longer be termed the wisest 
man, but where in all the ages has been 
a voice speaking to humanity words more 
inspiring? Christendom will make ex- 
ception only of the words of Jesus, and 
these gained much of their potency from 
a blameless life. 


The words of this text should be read 


by every man and every mother and sink 
deep into the hearts of all. 
Between 


parent and child there must be a mutual 
obligation. Parental duty is as sacred an 
office as may be filled in the affairs of 
Qod's vaetness. People who bring new 
life into the world are under a heavy re- 
sponsibility. They have no right to bring 
it, or to assume the duties of man and 
wife, if they must bequeath physical taint 
and intellectual poverty. Let it be as- 
sumed that an ideal relation exists so far 
as the parents are concerned, that they 
love their children, that they seek to teach 
them, uplift them spiritually and bodily. 
This Is no rash assumption. 


The son who will not hear the instruc- 


tions of his father will live to repent in 
pain and bitterness. He who forsakes 
the law of a good mother has sown for 
himself the seeds of sorrow. There will 
come a time when he will yearn for the 
admonition of lips that are silent and the 
caress of the gentle hand that has turned 
to dust. Then he will know the folly and 
the heartlessnem of his 
waywardness. 


Then with crushing force will come the 
realization that the sweetest and best in 
all his career he has thrown away. 
Youth 


is the day to ponder on these truths, and 
youth is so brief, its almost perfect happi- 
ness i* BO fleeting. Once gone it must be 
forever gone, and yet a* it ie flying and 
the child grows to maturity this is the 
thought that never crosses the mind. And 
children rise superior to their parents. 
They say unkind words that are as shafts 
in the heart of affection; 
They imagine 


they know more than the father, begin- 
ning to stoop with the weight of years, 
and the mother, her hair turning gray, 
is not competent to guide. 


Many a criminal looking back from the 


goal of dishonor discerns his first down- 
ward step at the point when he would not 
bear his father, and when the law ot his

A Sketch ot an EtMtfol Career. 


Rev. William Bryce Morrow, rector of 


St. lame* Episcopal Church at Bristol, 
has tendered bin resignation1 to the Bishop 
and to the parinh officer*. 
Mr. Morrow's 


action wa* not bated upon any failure to 
maintain Interest In the work at St. 
James, but was responsive entirely to a 
consciousness of failing strength and im- 
paired memory, wnloh debility and feeble- 
ness have inoreased since the death of tbe 
rector's wife in May, 1899—she, who had 
been hi* life companion and valued helper 
in the work of the ministry for thirty-nine 
yean. The resignation is to take effect 
April 1. It Is Mr. Morrow'* purpose to 
retire from the ministry; to leave Bristol 
and take up his residence in New York 
City. 


Mr. Morrow'* career na» been an event- 


ful one. 
He is a man of culture and 


natural refinement. During the dreadful 
smallpox epidemic in Bethlehem his heroic 
wprk in the infected district brought forth 
nnmeted praise throughout the country. 


William Bryce Morrrow was born at 


Manchester, England—tbe son of Bryce 
Morrow, who was a prosperous merchant. 
William Morrow was bne-of twins, his 
brother George and he bearing such strong 
resemblance that when both sickened and 
one died the identity of the surviving in- 
fant could not be unanimously deter- 
mined. Bis mother shortly after died, 
followed by bis father when the grown son 
was at the Harrow School 


On leaving school, all his family dead, 


and without sufficient means to go up to 
either of the Universities, he went to Lon- 
don, and entered the counting-house of 
Messrs. Howitt & Co., High Holborn, 
where he remained nearly two year* ac- 
quiring practical knowledge of the general 
principle* and method* of commercial life. 
During two years thereafter be continued 
classical reeding under a graduate, in Or- 
ders, of Trinity Coll., Dublin. Visiting, 
the United States, he became acquainted 
with Bishop Mclllvaine, of Ohio, who was 
well known in England, and under his 
directing influence became a candidate 
for the Sacred Ministry. In December 1, 
of the same year, I860, he married Miss 
Elizabeth Wright, (whose father having 
come to Canada with his regiment hod 
died in garrison there), and was then 
transferred to the Diocese of New Yr rk, 
received by Bishop Horatio Potter as a 
candidate with full literary qualicflatlons, 
and entered at the General Theological 
Seminary. 
Here he was awarded the 


Alumui Prize in Ecclesiastical History, 
graduated with hi* class in '63, and wag 
ordered Deacon, with the other New York 
candidates, at the Church of the Annun- 
ciation. In December, '63, he was ad- 
vanced to the Priesthood at the Church 
of tbe Holy Apostles. 


Hi* first took temporary charge of Trin- 


ity Church, Newark, N. J., during the ab- 
sence of Dr. J. 0. Eocleston, rector; af- 
ter this, became assistant to the Rev. A. 
Cleveland Coxle, D.D., at Calvary Church, 
New York, on whose election to the Epis- 
copate of Western New York, Mr. Morrow 
assumed charge of the Church of the Re- 
conciliation on E. 31st street. 
Finding, 


in nearly a< year's experience, that the 
many demands of the large mission work 
were too much for his strength, together 
with tbe needed study and the preparation 
of sermons, he resigned, and In the autumn 
of '65 took the Rectorship of the rural 
parish of Greenbush on the Hudson River, 
ministering there until the enmfmer of '67, 
when he accepted an election to St. John's, 
Wheeling, W. Va., a parish which had be- 
come disintegrated during the civil con- 
flict—the parsonage had been sold, and 
the church turned-into a street oar stable 
He restored tbe organization of tbe parish; 
built and furnished a new St. John'* 
Church, at a cost of about $25,000. 
Near 


the close of '69, while on a recuperatory 
visit at the East, after a severe Dines of 
typhoid-pneumonia, he was offered tbe rec- 
tory of St. Stephen's Church, Millburn, 
N. J., and resigned Wheeling in order to 
accept it. 
Here he founded St. Stephen's 


School, governing it as Warden. 
Mr. 


Morrow held these positions until the sum- 
mer of 1874, when he entered on the rec- 
torship of Trinity Church, Easton, C. Pa., 
where he succeeded in removing the large 
debt that rested upon the parish property, 
church and chapel, and greatly strengthen- 
ing the congregation. The Bishop of lli- 
nois, in whose hand* the parish had been 
placed, having offered him the charge of 
St. Paul's, Peoria, he wqot there in Eas- 
ter-week, '77. The pariah had been se- 
verely hurt by the defection of some of the 
vestry and a large proportion of the con- 
gregation to the Reformed Episcopal 
schism, and their establishing another 
bouse of worship. St. Paul's was left by 
the eecedere heavily burdened with debt 
which they had helped to contract in an/ 


whole conraranity tc whom fee has greatly * »e were 
endeared himself — tome are In them- 
selves "aa exceeding greatiewmrd." 


We would heartily congratulate the Rev. 


Mr, Morrow and his family, that, through 
God'* mercy, he has pawed unharmed 
through this moat severe and perilous or- 
deal, and we wish him great prosperity and 
happiness in bis future life and duties. 
We a*k him to accept this action as a rec- 
ord, for his children, of the manner in 
which hi* heroic service* ware esteemed 
by ihe Convention, as well a* by the rev- 
ered Bishop of the Diocese.

tion, and that « copy be presented to the 
Rev; Mr. Morrow.

Mr. Morrow increased the congregation 
until it was in excess of the original num- 
ber before the schism arose, and the en- 
tire indebtedness was discharged on Holy 
Saturday, 1880, the receipted bills being 
presented in the alms-basin at the offertory 
on Easter morning. In 1880 Mr. Morrow 
was a deputy in the General Convention 
which met at St. George's, New York. 


The canonry of Reading Cathedral hav- 


ing been offered to him, he returned to 
Central Penna., In June, 1881, and united 
with his position in the cathedral the du- 
ties of Bishop'* Secretary. 


In the Diocesan Convention Jonrnal of 


Central Pa., 1882, are the following rec- 
ords from the Bishop's address: 


"The sympathies of the whole Diocese 


have been stirred by the late prevalence 
of a fell disease In one of trie fairest and 
most attrative towns of Central Pennsyl- 
vania. By the good providence of God 
the scourge has at length been removed. 
When the epidemic appeared, the rector- 
ship of our church in South Bethlehem 
was unhappily vacant, and it was reported 
that no Protestant minister was serving 
the sick or burying tbe dead 
Under tbe 


circumstances my heroic Secretary, the 
Rev. 
Wm. B. Morrow, 'asked temporary 


leave of absence, and offered to gointo the 
Infected district, and separating 
from 


family and friends, to devote himielf day 
and night to the suffering and the sorrow- 
ful. 
His ministrations were most gladly 


received alike by Romanists and Prpteat- 
antB of every name, 
It loon became 


evident that he must be relieved of gome 
of his beneficent labors,, or sink under 
them. And two members of a religious 
Sisterhood came from Boston to his suc- 
cor. They were hailed as angels of mercy 
in every stricken household. The measure 
of good of which they and our reverend 
brother who directed their efforts were 
the happy instruments, is in no earthly 
record. The Church which was repre- 
sented in tbeir ministrations is now rever- 
ed by many who before looked upon it 
with indifference or dislike." 


Mr. Copoee, from the committee on 


that portion of tbe Bishop's address which 
referred to the services of the Rev. Mr. 
Morrow during tbe epidemic in South 
Bethlehem, made the following, report, 
and the resolution appended was unani- 
mously adopted: 


In the early spring of 1883, there had 


been a tew apparently sporadic can* of 
small-pox in South Bethlehem, but it 
•uddenly bunt upon the town witn great 
force.

The Rev. Mr. Morrow with a heroic 


devotion to duty left, as at the call of 
Christ, hi* wife and children and ajl that 
he had, he secluded himself day and 
night to hi* painful and perilous talk. 


The committee Is of the opinion that 


such a record should not be lost to the 
church. We have learned the labors, hard- 
ships, and perils through whioh he pawed 
with such unflagging energy and deter- 


year thereafter, hi* late residence, with 
extensive grounds (which cost $226,000), 
wa* by hi* surviving sister placed in tbe 
hand i of Mr. Morrow, that in it he might 
found and conduct the operation*' of a 
general hospital. This institution 
c 


titled the Robert Packer Hospital, was 
successfully ertablinhed and managed by 
Mr. Morrrow a* warden, and is accomplish- 
ing much good, especially for the vast 
community of railway men in Sayer and 
the surrounding territory. 


Mr. Morrow has in his possession _ 


magnificent gold watch which was present- 
ed to him by tbe working people of Bethle- 
hem, in recognition of bis gerviees during 
the epidemic. It was a "poor man'*" 
gift as the subscriptions for its purchase 
were made up entirely among tbe laboring 
rank*. The following inscription appears 
on the case: "Presented to the Rev. W. 
Bryce Morrow by the employees of the 
Bethlehem Iron Company and other resi- 
dents of South Bethlehem in recognition 
of "his heroic service* in the epidemic of 
1882." 


SOLDIERINO IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


A DBIJTQt BOY'S EXPIHIKNCKS I» riOBTISO 


FILIPINOS IN OtIB KCW POSSESSIONS. 


Nagcarlan, P. I., Dec. 27, 1900. 


Editor Gazette:—Having heard once be- 


fore from me when I was in Cuba in C 
Company, of the 8th Infantry, and hav- 
ing written an article which you kindly 
published for me, I now take the great 
pleasure of writing a few more hues from 
a different part of the globe. 
I left 


Cuba on the Transport Bnford on the 13th 
of September, 1899, and arrived at Fort 
Snelhng on the 22d of September, same 
year. The 3d battalion, composed of Com- 
panies J. K. i. and M., were given a rest 
from then on till August 15, 1900, when 
the 2d and 3d battalions were ordered to 
China. The 1st and 2d battalions came 
back to the United State* from Cuba on 
the 25th of July, 1900, and all the men 
from Companies A B C and D who had six 
months or more to do were transferred to 
the 2d and dd battalions, filling them up 
mostly with men who had seen service in 
the tropics, and all the recruits that came 
to the regiment at Snelling were put in 
Home Battalion as the first Battalion is 
called now. On the 15th of August, 1900, 
the 3d Battalion left Ft. Snellina for 
China via San Francisco. 
We arrived at 


San Francicso with all our baggage on the 
morning of August 20, and immediately 
went on board the U. S. Army transpon 
Sherman, which was waiting for us with 
the 3d Battalion of the 5th Infantry on 
board from Ft. Shenden, III 
At noon 


the 2d battihon of the 2d U. S. Infatnry 
from Ft. Thomas came aboard and we were 
ready then to pull out with the exception 
of some Quartermaster's stores and some 


ippjies. 
We pulled out from San Iran 


Cisco on the 21st of August, 1900. We had 
on board altogether about 1600 soldiers 
and from two to three hundred contract 
carpenters and one hundred contract doc 
tors, making about 1900 men an board of 
boat not counting 400 men in the crew. 
We took what is known as the northern 
route up by way of Alaska and Aleutian 
Islands. 


On the 9th of September we arrived in 


Nagasaki, Japan, and the quarantine 
officers came on board at 7 o'clock and al 
7.30 we passed up into tbe imrfcr.r, and 
laying off to our left in going up the 
channel was anchored the transport War- 
ren, with the 9th U. S. Cavalry on board. 
Laying on each side of the channel were 
one Italian, two French and one English 
men of war; also the transport Indiana, 
and tbe Oonemangb, the latter a cattle 
boat. 
We were all allowed four'hours 


shore leave, but some took 24 hours. 


At Naggasaki our orders were changed 


and we were ordered to Manila for duty 
instead of China. At six o'clock on the 
evening of Sept, 11 we left Nagasaki for 
Manila and for the next flie days I hardly 
knew whether I wfis dead or alive from the 
condition of the boat. 
We had had a 


pleasant voyage all the way to Nagasaki 
except for a week or ten days when we 
were off the Aleutian Islands and then we 
thought winter bad come for awhile, but 
these five days were the worst I ever ex- 
perienced. On the morning of the 3th of 
September I guess was about the wont 
there was. We bad laid in our bunks all 
the day before, not able to go on deck, 
and the hatchways had been closed over 
night and had just been uncovered on the 
morning of the 13th, about 6 o'clock, when 
there came,a terrific crash and we thought 
the boat was on a reef, when some of the 
fellow* started up the hatchway and down 
came about 100 tons of water through the 
hatchways and ventilating pipes, and the 
fellows that started up the steps were dash- 
ed down by the artion of tbe water. When 
we heard the water coming down we nat- 
urally made a grab for our stockings, shoe 
and leggings which were generally left un 
der the lower bunk, but the water was to 
quick for us and away went shoes, leggin 
and all, being washed from one side of th 
boat to the other, and the lowcir bunks 
were all washed away. 


On the morning of Sept. 17,' at 


o'clock, we entered Manila Bay an 
passing Oorrlgldor Light House we wen 
slowly up the channel and anchored o 
the Manila side of the light house at th 
month of the Paaig river. On SeptJl9tb. 
we left the transport at 10.30 In th 
morning and landed at Fort Santiago 
and after unloading our company propert 
we marched through Manila to Pail 
Barracks, three miles outside of Manila 
where the 4th Cavalry is stationed, an 
stayed there till 9 o'clock in the morsiag 
of Sept. 21 and marched heck to Ft; San 
tiago and loaded our stuff again for Ca* 
coes, and camped on the sidewalk till 3 
o'clock in the afternoon of Sept. '22 when 
we were towed up the Pasig river to Cal 
amba, 40 mile* from Manila, and reach 
ed Calamba at five o'clock in the morn 
ing of the-23d and immediately unload 
ed our company property and out lockers 
from off the cascoes (a .boat resembling 
an 
American canal boat), 
of 
which

mined courage, and we recognize the high 
religion* fervor -which Inspired him to 
minister at the bed* of those dying from 
tbi* loathsome disease, affording tbe con- 
solations of the Church, sympathising 
with the bereaved and sorrowing, frequent- 
ly aiding with hi* own hand in -the con- 
struction of rudely-made-grave*, and con- 
ducting tbe midnight burial*, which, but 
tm him, would have been without tho*a 
ioly rite* eo dear to all Christian hearts.

landing. There are no docks here and we 
have to wade in and get a box on our 
shoulders and carry it ashore and deposit 
it on truck* and they are pulled to the 
storehouse add unloaded by another gang. 
After having a light anpper of hard tack 
and bacon and taking a day's1 ration* in 
onr havenack* we pulled out for tbe city 
of Oalamba, one m'Je and one-half away, 
leaving a guard of 1 00.'a men who are 
going to be stationed in Calamba at the 
Storehouse. We slept in the market of 
Oalamba over night in bamboo shacks and 
at six o'clock on the morning of Sept. 34, 
Oo. H left Omlamba with one day's rations, 
a ibelter half and poncho and what clothe* 
we hadonanr becks and marched to Santo 
Tomas, a distance ot nine mile* over a 
rough road, and the sun wa* a sotoher, 
and it toon told on us, too, what campaign- 
ing In the Phlllppjiw was, but we did 
not kick. OureapSibisabontassmatia 
man os we have te'WiS company, and who 
was a very good oflhmr when he was In 
command at Fort Snolling (but you will 
later we how he changed), stood It pretty 
well and none o< tne men had the heart 
tqb* the first to drop out tired, bnt after

stomach, but it was a fact. 
We could 


not get anything decent to eat on the 
transport as there are scr-nany and they 
oook the some old tilings over and over 
wain. The Ninth Cavalry, which came 
over on the Transport Warren, held the 
officers to their room* and strung the 
Steward up on a beam and one of the 
ship officers just cut him down in time to 
save hi* life. They 'did that because he 
would not give them good grub. We also 
took supper and breakfast at the S9th Vol. 
and then not being contented to let us 
rest the next day, Tuesday, Sept. 25, we 
had to go out on our Brat hyke in 
the 


mountains after niggers, as they were 
reported in plenty back 
In. the moun- 


tains, 
The towns of Santo Oruz, Calam- 


ba. Santo Tomas and Taueawn were at- 
tacked in order named on the IZth, 13th, 
14th and 15th of Sept., and a* thev were 
reported not far in the mountains we were 
ordered out right away in pursuit. 
The 


company split into two latoon*, the first 
in command of our Major Pitcher and the 
second in command of Col. Bullurd, of 
the 31th Vol. 


We of the first platoon marched out an 


went to Taueann, where I and K Compan- 
ies, of the 8<Hh, were stationed and got 
<y«pt. Maloney, a Spanish interpreter, and 
a half dozen scouts and then started oui 
into the mountain*. We marched aboul 
seven miles and then we hod to cross a-bin 
ravine and climb a mountain. 
We hac 


just got to the.top of the mountain when 
3 volleys were fired, and getting the pack 
ponies in the centre we formed a skirmish 
line around the top of the mountain, but 
that was all we heard. 
The next morn 


ing, after sleeping all night in the rain, 
for it had rained all day and night, we 
saw-the barrio at tbe foot of the moun- 
tain. We did not stop to get any break- 
fast nor did we take tune to get any sup- 
per but put the pocks on ponies and horses 
imd started for barrio. We burned every 
house or shack there was along the rone 
for three miles and also burned two big 
insurgent store houses and camped at the 
other end of barrio by name of San Bon do 
Boc Boo around Ool. Gousalez's house ol 
insurgent*. We did not intend to burn il 
but ae Captain Long and the rest of the 
officer* were eating their dinner and were 
just about ready to pull out. Captain Long 
happened to spy a sword blade sticking 
out of the loft overhead and he thought 
that needed an investigation. 
When he 


bursted open the trap door he saw enough 
to cause the burning of the shack, but 
before he burned it he threw us out all 
the cigars and cigarettes we could carry 
and loaded tbe extra pack ponies we had 
captured with all they could carry and 
then set fire to the place. We did not 
find any guns or ammunition but we must 
have 
burned over $100.000 worth of 


insurgent clothes, cigars, cigarettes, rice, 
corn, hides, and all kinds of different 
article* needed by insurgents—even twenty 
cases of brandy and cases of medicines. 
From the 15th of Sept. up to the present 
time Santo Tomas or any of the other 
towns have beun fired on. 


We met the othci platoon about 9 


o'clock in the morning when we had the 
barrio half burned and after dinner we 
again separated and started for home, tak- 
ing everything we could lay our hands on 
from chickens to cows and ponies. 
We 


had just reached the top of a mountain 
about 3.30 in the afternoon and looking 
down in the valley we could see Col. Bull- 
ard moving with the 3d platoon ana about 
4 30 we came together again and started 
for home by way of Tavcaur where I and K 
of the 39th were stationed, and as one 
platoon was all that had passed through 
tnere the day before they hod a good *up- 
•jer awaiting for us and told the Captain 
they could have fKed un supper for the 
whole company in half an hour and they 
even had ounks and dry clothes for us, 
and as It was dark tbey begged the cap- 
tain to let us *tay but he said * no he 
would go i n to Santo Tomas, a distance 
of three and one-half mile* thit night and 
stay at our own quarters, and it took us 
four hours to make that 3% miles, and 
For two miles we dragged ourselves along 
in the mud up to our knees, end such 
quarreling I never heard in all my life and 
;he Captain got thrown into tue mud off 
lis pony and be got a cursing from every 
man under him. 
Even the Lieutenant 


said he was crazy. 


We got our supper about 11 o'clock that 


night >nd slept in wet and muddy clothes 
on the floors of bamboo shacks and to end- 
ed our first byke on the islands.. 


On September 27th we got a rest for the 


day. B. Troop, of the 1st Oavarly, came 
o Santo Tomas to be stationed, On Sat- 
urday a detacnment of twenty-five of our 
men escorted a wagon train to Calamba 
ind return, bringing our knap sack and 
blanket rolls and onr Quartermaster's 
tores. 
On the 1st of October, I<t03, we 


again started on a four-days' outing, 25 
men of B. Troop of 1st Cavalry going 


long. 
After marching around for four 


ays over trails and into Barrios and tok- 
ng a couple of prisoners we came back on 
ha 4th of October with 8 prisoners but no 
uns. On the 9th of October, after rest- 
ng five days, (that is five days without 
yking, and when we are not hyking we 
o fatigue dutyr-such as kitchen, police, 
arry water, washing clothes or cleaning 
round barracks or on guard and the only 


rest we manage to get is at night on a 
wooden floor with tne soft side of a plank 
aa a bed), we started on a hyke to Taligay, 
19 miles from Santo Tomas. 


We were ordered on a hyke on the 20tn 


of October and while Cavalry goes one way 
we go another and round up all the niggers 
In the mountains; Cavalry brought in 25 
and we brought in 33 prisoners making a 
total of 127 in the guard house; we got 
one Philipino doctor with rank as a Col- 
onel in onr bunch; we came in on 22nd 
of October from off hyke. On October 
24th an escort of 25 men Start for San 
Pablo with wagon train, 16 miles dis- 
tance. 
The escort came in the next day 


and .on October 29th, 25 more men of 
Oo. M cocorted wagon train to San 
Ps'uio again And come back the next 
day, October 80th. The next day being 
the last day of the month we were set- 
ting ready for inspection and muster 
when we received orders over the wire to 
pack up immediately and proceed to Cal- 
amba; we packed all of. onr stuff on wagon 
train and arrived in Oalambra at 6.30 p. 
m. same day. Today just finishes two years 
of my time in 8th Infantry. We stayed in 
the outpost building at Cauuabra and 
on November 1st we unloaded xmr stuff 
from off wagons and took all of our stuff 
out of storehouse that had been put 
here when* we first came to Oalambra 


*J«> hardest hyke ever known in the' 
Phlliplne* and now we .will skip over H 
few days and come to Thanksgiving 
and since arriving up here from Santa 
Oruz we have not had a day to ourselves, 
not even 
Thanksgiving. 
Every man 


has been on some duty, but first, Mr. 
Thomas, I must tell the work wefliad to do. 
Our Captain la in command since coming 
up here and this is his great idea of work. 
He once told us if he ever got in command 
he would make it easy for us. Well, he got 
In command and the first thing he goes to 
worlc to do was to extend six lines of pipe 
from a dam 1^ miles from our quarters, 
well the six lines are all finished but there 
Is no water coming through. The second 
thing was to build a bake oven and we had 
one large oven enough for our company 
but he was not satisfied with that he only 
wanted us to build one, well »e bult that 
and then we had to buld a canteen, all three 
of these job* took all the men that was not 
on duty and we hod no rest from the day we 
came up here till the 20tb of December, 
but flr»t I must tell you how our noble 
captain, brave captain, when there are a 
dozen men armed around him treated us 
on Thanksgiving. 
The three companies 


of 37th Vol. stationed at Malhihi, 
fi\e 


miles from here, wanted us o\et for 
Thanksgiving dinner 
Well ThanksgMng 


morning came and both companies fell 
out at 9 o'clock or all that wanted to hyke 
over. There were twenty-nine men of I 
Oo. and their Lieutenant and the doctor 
started by the trail when our Camaln and 
Lieutenant came down and we marched as 
fast as possible thinking we were going 
another direction and each were seeing 
who could get there the quickest. 
When 


we got out about throe miles we soon found 
out we were not going to Maihlhi but to a 
Barrio 
While the officers took some pic- 


tures of a school and the town, we sat on 
eaou side of the road awaiting for five 
hours and at four o'clock we started back 
to Nagcarloa having a irreat dinner on 
fresh air and mountain scenery with rain 
and muddy roads for dessert. 
That's the 


way we got treated on Thanksgiving. 
But 


Christmas we fared better. 
I was in tbe 


hospital from the 10th of December till the 
4th, tne day before Christmas, and I had 
the good luck of mounting guard on 
Christmas Day. We had the two Philip- 
oins bands here at dinner to play for us 
and we gave thorn their dinnei and plenty 
of beer. 


On December 20th I Co w«s oiderefi to 


relieve the rf7th at Maihihi and therefore 
we are now by ourselves and the doctor 
has ordered no work except neceeeiiry 
work. 
We are having a pretty easy time 


now.

ThU account of coffee drinking as prac 


ticed br Arabs who bate not been ex 
posed to foreign influence is told by L 
British naval officer of high rank. Tb> 
place was the town of Srinnil. in the fo> 
rltory of the sultan of Oman, at the ei 
treme southeastern corner of tbe Arabia 
peninsula:. 
Beuiall lira-ISO miles froiu 


Muscat, the capital of Oman, and 80 
miles from tbe sea. 
At tbe time of this 


Visit there had been but two other Eu, 
ropeans In Stmail in .all Its bistoiy. 


"An Arab town," said tbe naval officer, 


"!( scarcely what is suggested by tbe 
English meaning of tbe word. It Is more 
• collection of detached bouses, each snr 
rounded by Its own grounds of from 80 
to 100 acres. 
As my travels In Oman 


were conducted under the immediate pro 
tectlon of the sultan, and as he had pro- 
Tided for ray special use bis own purlieu 
lar rldini; camel, I was received every 
where with gcvnt respect. My reception 
In the house of one of tbe pilncipal 
(beiks of Semail took place on the sec- 
ond day of my Uslt to the town, when 
I paid n call upon Mohammed b'in Kaser 
el Hinawy, 


"In accordance with Moslem custom, 


1 pronounced tbe name of God on cross- 
big the threshold, and while being con 
ducted to tbe divau by my courteous host 
gave tbe salutation 'En salaam ololkutn,1 
the salutation of peace lo the assembled 
company. A beautiful carpet of Persian 
work aud a pillow covered nith embroid 
wed silk were ready for my reception? 
Putting off my shoos at the edge of tbe 
enrpet, and after a short bu ceremonious 
Jispnle nith luy host as to nho sbo'ild 
sit down fiist I nits rotaMlsbed on the 
carpet, with the pillow at niy back for 
comfortable support. 


"Close to the seat of the host and a 


little to bis left was a small raised plat 
form of stone on which were placed the 
requisite utensils for preparing coffee 
A small charcoal fire, urged to a white 
heat by means of a pair of bellows 
provided the boiling water. 
On either 


side of tbe fire were tv>o large jugs of 
some white metal as well as several 
smaller ones, 
On a shelf near by were 


several zarfs and fincnns. Tbe rnrf Is 
tbe bolder for tbe coffee cup, and these 
on the shelf were of various metals, same 
of gold beautifully worked, some of all 
ver. and some even of copper The fincnn 
is a coffee cup without a handle and bold 
Ing about as much as a liqueur glass. 


. these were of china and porcelain of dlf 
ferent designs and value. 


"The coffee maker vns a black slave 


(aid to bare come from the frontier^ of 
Abyssinia. He seemed to be about 23 of 
slight and graceful form, with finely cut 
features and well molded limbs, quilt 
black und with hair almost woolly 
His 


costane consisted of a waist cloth of 
colored cotton supported around, his waist 
by a p'ece of cord tucked up on one side, 
and a sort of embroidered waistcoat but 
toned in front but leading arms and legs 
bare. 


"It Is not In accordance with desert 


etiquette to introduce for discussion any 
serious matter until after coffee has been 
served, so that the conversation consists 
almost entirely of grneial topics and tbe 
Interchange of compliments. 
While this 


very small talk Is gravely going on the 
(lave, having first let down his waist 
cloth so that it hangs down below his 
knees, passes around among- the company 
with a small straw mat In one band, 
innt made of various colored grasses and 
•bout tbe siie of a dessert plate. In the 
other hand be carries a cylindrical grass 
box from which be pours coffer berries 
upon the grass mat 
All berries which 


are not of the right color he picks out 
and throws away or returns to tbe box 
Without any ostentation be manages to 
call the attention of all the guests to tbe 
fact that the berries he has selected are 
all of the best tint 


"Then, pouring toe berries from tbe 


mat Into an iron ladle, be roasts them 
over the cha coal fire, which he blons to 
• while heat with the bellows 
Coffee 


berries in Oman are never roasted to that 
dark brown or black color v. hl< b ls*com 
mon In Europe and America, but arc con 
siderjd at their best when they take on a 
rich "reddish brown color. 
'J urning the 


roasted berries out to cool on tbe grass 
mat Abdullah, for that Is tbe name ol 
tbe slave, sets one of tbe large metal 
jngs on the fire to warm. 


"The coffee is not ground In a machine, 


for tbat would waste all its bne essential 
oil, bnt Is pounded up in a muitar made 
of dark and hard basalt having a deep 
narrow well. Into whi"b the bcriies are 
poured 
Taking tbe mortar between bis 


knees, Abdullah forces tbe pestle into Ihe 
well and down upon tbe roasted berries 
which he slowly crushes into a fine grit 
of which every pnrtlcle Is about the si*e 
of small seed pearls or mustard seed. 


''By this lime the water In tbe large 


jug on the fire to nearly boiling 
I'M 


one of the smaller jugs with the almosi 
boiling water, -be throws In the crusbec 
coffee and allows it to boil for a short 
time, stirring it all tbe time with a stick 
(then, -placing on a brass tray the brat 
carfs and fingann, the slave falls the cups 
with tbe Infusion, keeping the grounds In
